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A STATEMENT FROM MAYOR TYNES 


To The Voters Of Portsmouth:— ?K— 


Just two years ago, as a candidate for Mayor of the City of Portsmouth, I promised the people that, if elected, I intended to take up certain matters that were of the 


greatest importance to Portsmouth and her people. I was honored by that people in being elected and I wish to refer briefly to some of the more important matters that have 
been handled by the administration now approaching the close of its present term in office. 


Possibly, all things considered, the most important is our New Water Works plant. Immediately after assuming office, we began to redeem our promise in this matter. 


Today, we point with pride to one of the most complete and modern water plants in our country, about ninety per cent, constructed, from which the people of Portsmouth will have 
an abundant supply of pure, clear water shortly after the beginning of the new year. 


Another project that received our early attention was the construction of an underground crossing at Kendall Avenue. Owing to the amount of legislation necessary in 


the approval of the plans and specifications, the drawing of contracts between the city and the two railroad companies interested, much delay has been encountered; but with all 


„,,„ these difficulties finally met, bonds for the City's proportion of the work were sold in September of this year. With the winter season coming onf the railroad companies thought 


best to postpone this big construction work until early spring, at which time work on this much-needed improvement will be pushed to earliest completion. 


The widening and grading of Gallia Pike has been concluded and this much-used highway will be paved forty feet in width with the street railway double-tracked 


through its center. 


The re-building of Gallia Street esplanade has greatly relieved traffic congestion at this point, and the installation of cluster lights on both this and the tower Market 


Street esplanade has added much in the way of beautifying our city. 


We have continued the policy of street paving and extension and when the several streets are finished which are now under construction, Portsmouth will have about 


thirty-five miles of paved streets and practically all the streets of our city will have been paved and improved, with the exception of the streets at the Terminals, or East Ports- 
mouth, and it is our intention, if returned to office, to take care of these streets next year when we pave and permanently improve Gallia Pike. 


The matter of better and more uniform sidewalks has received most serious consideration, and during the past year thousands of feet of new sidewalks have been laid 


under orders from your City Council. 


Several branches to our sanitary sewer system have been constructed, and two important trunks of storm sewers have been laid. 
Alleys in the downtown section of the City have been paved and almost all of the alleys in the 
newly-annexed 
Hilltop section have been macadamized with crushed 


limestone. 


We are now replacing the old, dilapidated frame buildings at the various flood pumping stations with permanent brick structures and the pumps, boilers and machinery 


at these stations are being overhauled and put in first-class working condition. 


The city was visited by two floods during the past year, the last one being the largest in the City's history; and this administration never faltered in its service to the people, 


not only during the period that the flood was upon us, but also in cleaning up all streets and alleys after the mighty waters had receded, with the result that our city was put in the 
best possible sanitary condition. 


We have installed the best and most modern fire alarm system that money could buy, and the same is now completed and in daily use. We have rebuilt and repaired each
